of the United States siiue the time of 
jpression upon the country as has Roosevelt, 
/lerican. His advocacy of what he himself term- 
J life," and his practical application of that mode 
jiself, made him the idol of the millions of Americans 
, that the application of enthusiasm and confidence will 
. most obstaelet. 
jI. Roosevelt gloried in his citizenship. He not only offered 
oest abilities to the civil life (Jf the Republic, but he Was ah^ays 
at «ie front when danger threatened. In the Spanish y/^r none was 
more energetic than he in organizing and leading the men who 
brought about early victory in Cuba. He clearly discerned the dan- 
ger to our country if QermAny was sveeessful in ier oontest with the 
alliea, und urged that the United Stales throw the weight of her 
power into the balance long before we actually entered the conflict. 
Who can say that America and the world would not have profited 
had hia advice been followedt 

"When war with Germany -was actually upon us Col. Roosevelt 
was among the first to offer his services to his country. He wanted 
no desk at WMhington, but begged to be assigned to our combat 
forces overseas. Not only did he tender his own life to his eourttry 
but he organized an entire brigade of men outside of draft age eager 
to foUow hiin into the thick of the fight. The fact that hia -proffer 
was not accepted by those in power at Washington does not detrnet 
in the -least degree from the patriotism and sacrifice that inspired 
him in making it. 

But although unable to go to Europe himself Col. Roosevelt 
was quick to give his enthusiastio assent to his four sons engaging 
in the fight. One of them met tragic death at the hands of the enemy, 
And the others have received wounds that testify to their personal 
daring. His grief over their suff -wrings was intensified by the thought 
t that he was not permitted to bhare th^jr dangers. Although Col. 
Boosevelt did not don a uniform it is hardly too much to say that he 
is a victim of the war. No citizen of the country has been more ac- 
tive than he in urging every man to do his bit for victory. Criticized 
by some for ci^lling the Adminidtrati^n toHask foi* manifest failures, 
i'l must be 'admitted that his ofTorls and those of his friends lifive 
been pc^dnctive of much good through the reforms in our military 
organization that were secured. His devotion to war wtork entailed 
exertions on his part that undoubtedly hastened his death, and it 
may be justly said of him that he j^ve his life for his country as 
truly as if he had died on the battlefield. 

Col. Roosevelt made strong friends. He likewise incurred vio- 
lent enmities. But every antagonist must concede that Mr. Roosevelt 
was a worthy opponent. He never resorted to unfair means to dis- 
comfit his adversary.

Soldier's mail went without 
postage over there. The Red Cross 
furnished the boys with good Ameri- 
can cigarettes Ud tobaooo, also can- 
dles. Also when the troops were on 
trains and would be hungry and hap- 
pen to stop at stations we would al- 
ways find Mother Ued Cross with hot 
coffee and plenty of good eats, no 
matter what the hour may be, toight 
or day. It it bad not been tor thoH 
two great osganliations the hojt 
would have bad many bl\ie days over 
there. They acted the same way on 
this side too.
